The country’s violent crime rates are still far 
below what they were just a couple of decades 
ago, yet they have still caused worry in cities 
across the country. Law enforcement officials, 
criminologists and other experts have been 
unable to explain precisely why homicides 
have continued to increase in some places. 

“It’s something that we ought to be con- 
cerned about,” said Darrel Stephens, executive 
director of the Major Cities Chiefs Associa- 
tion, the group of law enforcement leaders that 
collected and released the data. “The increases, 
even though the numbers aren’t big in most 
cities, there’s still an increase over what we’ve 
seen in years past, and there are lots of cities ... 
seeing some kind of increase in violent crime.” 

Experts urged caution in reviewing the num- 


bers, s2yine that they clo not represent ascend

The numbers released Monday cover only 
some parts of the country, coming from a lit- 
tle more than four dozen police agencies, and 
they inevitably represent a snapshot in time, 
which is unavoidable but means that a mat- 
ter of days or weeks dictate whether a city re- 
ports an increase or a decrease in homicides. 

Berk also said that because crime occurs 
in specific areas, it does not make sense to 
look at citywide figures. “... What’s going on 
in Chicago on the South Side is different than 
what’s going on in the North and West,” Berk 
said. “To talk about a city as a unit doesn’t 
make any criminological sense.” 

The biggest overall increase was seen in 
Chicago. There were 316 killings in the first 
half of this year, up from 211 last year, putting 
Chicago on pace to potentially top 600 homi-

If you lose stuff at Lolla, 
check in with Crowdfind

Losing an item at Lollapalooza used to mean 
repeated trips to the lost and found. Now 
festivalgoers can scroll through photos of lost 
items on an Instagram-like feed. 

C3 Presents, the Austin-based company 
that produces the famed music festival, is 
working with Chicago startup Crowdfind to 
create the virtual lost and found. 

Event staff can upload photos of found 
items and log information about lost ones 
ona mobile app. When an item is lost, the 
attendee visits the info tent to report it. 

C3 tested Crowdfind at the NFL Draft 
‘Town event in April before bringing them on 
for Lolla, which is Thursday 
through Sunday in Grant Park. 
Other Crowdfind festival clients 
include Bonnaroo, Coachella 
and Mamby on the Beach. 

A tab on Lolla’s website will 
redirect attendees to Crowd- 
find’s platform, so they can 
check the photo feed to see if 
their item has been found and 
claim it. The platform notifies 
them when their item is found. 

“You come to lost and found 
once. If we can’t return your 
item right away ... you’re only 
going to come back when your 
item gets updated, and then 
we're going to let you know,” 
said Benji Friedl, Crowdfind’s director of cli- 
ent engagement, who will be on-site at Lolla. 

The sheer volume of people that come 
through Lollapalooza’s gates makes return- 
ing lost items a huge operation, said Farid 
Mosher, crowd services and community 
outreach manager for C3 presents. 

Last year, the three-day festival drew about 
100,000 attendees each day to Grant Park, 
and it’s expanding to four days this year for 
its 25th anniversary. 

Staff formerly used Excel to log lost-and- 
found items, which were grouped in storage 
bins, Mosher said. Festivalgoers had to come 
to info tents if they lost something, file a claim 
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and fill out a form indicating where they were 
when they lost it. Then staff would communi- 
cate with other info tents throughout Grant 
Park and try to locate the lost item. 

Mosher didn’t know how successful that 
system was, because they didn’t have the abil- 
ity to track return rates. 

“It’s a process, and it’s a lengthy one,” he 
said. “It works for a smaller event ... but when 
we started exploring the idea of Crowdfind, 
it looked like a solution as far as it’s a way to 
streamline all the different elements that are 
involved in the lost-and-found process.” 

When Lolla ended, C3 kept unclaimed 
items in its ambassador headquarters for two 
days before shipping them all 
back to its warehouse in Austin. 
Crowdfind will take over post- 
festival operations and keep the 
items in Chicago. 

Crowdfind launched in 2013 
mostly as a consumer app and 
pivoted in 2014 to serve busi- 
nesses. Later that year, Crowd- 
find began testing its enterprise 
program at Navy Pier, and it’s 
still being used as the tourist 
attraction’s lost and found. 

The startup was born at 
Chicago-based L Street Col- 
laborative, a company that 
launches startups as projects, 
pulling resources from different 
teams. It also has a consulting arm and makes 
acquisitions and investments. 

LStreet still owns the majority of Crowd- 
find and manages it, L Street founder and 
CEO Jay Sebben said. It is getting most of 
its funding from L Street and may raise its 
own round of funding later this year. Sebben 
would not comment on revenue. 

Sebben said he loves seeing eventgoers 
reunited with items they were sure they'd 
never see again. 

“That’s where the festival really makes 
some winning fans,” he said. “They’re like, 
“Yeah, I did get my kid’s stuffed animal back,’ 
or ‘Yeah, I did get my one flip-flop back.’”

Awother problem, DeCor pointed aut, 
comes from teams themselves. It seems at 
least on the surface that sports franchises 
clon’t look far beyond stats. 

“We continue to see front offices who 
seem to take on the vetting of players who 
have been accused of being violent towards 
women without any guidance from anyone 
with an expertise in domestic violence or 
sexual assault,” DiCaro said. “That’s very 
troubling.” 

The truth is there are no blanket, easy 
answers to remedy uneasy feelings about 
the Cubs signing a player with unspeakable 
talent and questionable character. Certainly I 
think that people who have done bad things 
can change. But unfortunately strikeouts, 
saves and wins alone don’t solve it. Nor does 
coaxing, or explaining that “he’s served his 
time.” Not for some of us who take violence 
very seriously. 

For now, perhaps all that some of us who 
love the Cubs can do is focus on what has 
been a mostly magical season, and hope it 
continues. But I’ll continue to shudder every 
time a team of mine picks up a player with an 
unsavory past. Many of us fans will.

he life of an indie game 
developer generally is one of 
simplicity. Make a game. Sell 


it. Recoup the expenses. Start 


anew game. Repeat. 


For those whose passion lies in independent 
game developing, it’s not about hitting it big or 
making tons of money. It’s about doing what you 
love and making just enough to live comfortably 
and fund your next project. 

That’s the kind of life a group of Chicagoans 
have been living while creating Tumbleseed, an 
indie game being featured at the Bit Bash 2016 
festival on Aug. 13. 

Rob Lach, event curator for Bit Bash, said an 
indie game is one developed by an individual or 
small team without significant financial support 
from a publisher. 

“The significance of that is beyond creators 
having to bootstrap production; it’s more about 
the freedom of expression and direction an artist 
working on a game gets by not being bound by 
purely financial motivations,” he said. 

Tumbleseed co-creator Greg Wohlwend, a

32-year-old Logan Square resident, produces 
the graphic design artwork for the game. He’s 
worked on the game for the past few years with 
Benedict Fritz, a 27-year-old programmer from 
Avondale, and a team of three others. 

“The goal is just to make the best game you 
can with the resources and sort of outlets avail- 
able today,” Wohlwend said. “Then you can self- 
publish and self-market. 

“That empowers individuals to be able to make 
a living on their own terms. Oftentimes it’s cited 
as like the business model of indie games, which is 
not exactly one of growth and maximizing profit, 
but it is one of trying to maximize creativity.” 

After being inspired by an old arcade cabinet 
found at Logan Arcade called Ice Cold Beer, 
Fritz decided to create a prototype digital ver- 
sion, which sparked the interest of Wohlwend, 
and together they decided to work on developing 
Tumbleseed, with Wohlwend doing the art and 
Fritz the programming. 

The premise of Tumbleseed is to use a vine to 
balance a seed while ascending a mountain. 

“So the basic idea is that you’re moving up- 
wards, and we’re kind of randomly generating 
this mountain,” Fritz said. “There are worms that 
have taken over this mountain and you're kind of

You move through a forest, then 
you go through a jungle, then a desert, 
then a snowy area and then you hope- 
fully get to the top of the mountain.” 

Alhough it’s taken them a couple of 
years to develop Tumbleseed, it’s been 
completely self-funded by the team’s 
members. A lot of them do contract 
work on the side to bring in extra cash 
while also keeping their cost of living 
low enough to ensure financial breath- 
ing room for their projects. 

“T feel like it’s much more like be- 
ing in a band than it is like a business 
with hierarchy, funding and things like 
that,” Wohlwend said. “It’s much more 
just, how long can you work on this 
thing? And how much can you put into 
it? And then hopefully at the end, we 
have a thing that we can release to the 
public and possibly it can fund the next 
thing we do.” 

Chicago is the best place to make in- 
die games, Wohlwend believes. 

“We're No. 1,” he said, laughing. 
“We're the best tech city in the world.” 

Fritz said Portland, San Francisco 
and Austin also are popular destina- 
tions for independent game developers. 

“It’s basically anywhere that there 
are hubs of people interested in doing 
artful things,” he said. “That’s where a 
lot of games are being made.” 

Indie games are often seen as works 
of art, and artists are exploring how to 
use the medium to express themselves 
in new and exciting ways, Lach said. 

David Laskey, a 24-year-old North 
Center resident, is one of the found- 
ers of Bit Bash and a programmer on 
the Tumbleseed team. Not only can 
he code, but he’s also able to list “DJ” 
under his artistic talents. Both he and 
Fritz have DJed major Bit Bash events. 

“For our DJ sets we’ve made interac- 
tive visualizers that bridge the space

between live music and physical video 
games,” Laskey said. “So like the audi- 
ence can participate in the DJ set while 
we're doing a live music performance.” 

The fact that Wohlwend, Fritz and 
Laskey are all in their mid-2os to early 
30s is telling of the age range of many 
of Chicago’s indie game developers. 


“Indie games just didn’t exist really 
before 2007 or 2008,” Fritz said. “So like 
for a lot of older developers, it wasn’t an 
option when they were mid-z0s or early 
30s because there wasn’t the market- 
place that there is now. There wasn’t 
just an app store where you could throw 
something up and sell it, and so I think 


that’s one of the main reasons why 
most of the indie developers are on the 
younger end of the spectrum.” 

More than 40 games curated by lo- 
cal Chicago developers will be show- 
cased at Bit Bash, including virtual re- 
ality experiences, digital-but-not-video 
games and more. 

“We exhibit each game in a way that 
emphasizes how it should be experi- 
enced,” Lach said. 

The event has grown considerably 
since its inception in 2014, when there 
were only about 850 attendees, ac- 
cording to Lach. Last year’s turnout 
boasted 1,400, and this year’s crowd is 
expected to be even bigger. 

“Overall, it’s been explosive,” Lach 
said. “The number of games keeps 
ticking up despite our best efforts to 
clamp it down because we’re at our 
logistical limits, and the range of what 
we're showcasing keeps expanding to 
include different types of work.” 

Eventgoers can look forward to 
games conducive to both social and 
personal environments. Meaning 
some games may be projected onto 
the walls, while others might be best 
experienced with headphones and a 
computer monitor. 

“In putting on Bit Bash we're giv- 
ing people a chance to see so much 
thoughtful and engaging art that 
speaks across lines of age, gender, race, 
ability, and wealth, concentrating a lit- 
tle bit of what’s best about this city for 
one day in one place,” Lach said.

“watchers” and be the last person standing 
(lose by bailing or failing) at the end of the 
game, flush with cash and “Insta famous.” 
Does that sound like something young 
people really would want to do? 

To employ a word no teens use anymore: 

Duh. 


What happens? 

Emma Roberts (a 25-year-old who is perpetu- 
ally 18) stars as Vee, your classic wallflower 
afraid to take risks. She’s goaded into playing 
Nerve by her wild friend Sydney (Emily 
Meade) and almost immediately gets dared to 
team up with Ian (Dave Franco). They make a 
good combination until, of course, the game 
gets away from Vee and things spiral. 


What’s good? 
“Nerve” is skillfully directed by Henry Joost 
and Ariel Schulman, the team that brought 


you “Catfish” and “Paranormal Activity” parts 
3 and 4. The whole thing is slick, stylized and 
electric, employing point-of-view shots and 
phone footage to make you feel voyeuristi- 
cally complicit. Pulsing soundtrack choices 
like Halsey’s “Hurricane” add crucial doses of 
Millennial realism. 

The best thing about the film is its concept, 
which slides 2016 ideals under a microscope. 
Online anonymity feeds mob mentality, and 
social media exhibitionism leads to a lust for 
fame. Like “The Hunger Games,” “Nerve” 
serves as a parable for the aggressive online 
culture that shapes our lives. 


Unfortunately, “Nerve” doesn’t have the 
restraint to be subtle, and its interesting 
premise dissolves into laughably obvious 
metaphors. “Take off your mask! What’s 
your name?” Vee shouts at watchers who are 
anonymous behind both their screen names 
and the bandanas that cover their faces. 

For a while, “Nerve” is self-aware about its 
silliness, but then it starts to take everything 
very seriously and the wheels come off. 
When Vee complains that she was tired of 
being Sydney’s sidekick, Ian says, “You don’t 
seem like anyone’s sidekick.” Except that she 
just got off the back of your motorcycle, bro. 


Final verdict 

“Nerve” is quick and suspenseful throughout, 
never lagging for even a second. But a moral 
gray area turns into a sermon, and the movie 
doesn’t give you enough to think about to keep 
you from pulling out your phone afterward.

The negroni—a classic concoction of equal 
parts Campari, gin and sweet vermouth— 
can't be everyone’s cocktail of choice. That 
bitter shame hath spoil’d the sweet drink’s 
taste. But there’s a negroni for the negroni 
hater at Front Bar, Steppenwolf Theatre’s 
cocktail and coffee lounge that opened in 
late spring. And without the bitter drama, it’s 
certainly worth a sip. 

The Gran Three is a creation from Front 
Bar lead bartender Lukas Vlasnik. Not fond 
of negronis, he dreamed up the cocktail for 
himself during Negroni Week in June. 

In an absinthe-rinsed glass, the stirred 
drink combines Gran Classico (an herba- 
ceous alternative to Campari), Ramazzotti 
amaro, green Chartreuse and black walnut 
and orange bitters. The cocktail is finished 
with an orange expression (squeezing the oils 
from the peel over the glass). 

It drinks like a negroni, packing an 


herbaceous punch up front, but rather than 


finishing on a bitter note, it wraps up dry and 


sweet, like old-fashioned hard candy. The 
candied finale comes from the Ramazzotti 
bitter liqueur, Vlasnik said, which has dark, 


cola-like and citrus peel flavors. While there’s 


no gin, the green Chartreuse is a botanical- 
heavy equivalent. 

Front Bar opened in late May in the 
extended Steppenwolf lobby. Inspired by 
an artist’s loft with industrial vibes, the 
low-lit bar is both comfortable and sexy 
with steel-blue floor-to-ceiling curtains, 
mismatched furniture, a small collection 
of blues and soul records and a centralized 
bar built from reclaimed steel. Steppenwolf 
relics are peppered throughout the place, 
including theater seats from this season’s 
“The Flick,” a mask from “The Tempest” 
and the O’Rourke’s globe light from the old 
Steppenwolf haunt that served actors across 
the street until its closing in 2001. Built with 


the spirit of O’Rourke’s in mind, Front Bar 
is a regular hangout for Steppenwolf cast 
and crew members where theatergoers are 
welcome to mingle. 

Developed with Boka Restaurant Group 
(Girl & the Goat, Balena), the restaurant and 
bar serves coffee, tea and pastries starting at 
7 a.m. daily and sandwiches, salads and pizza 


by the slice in the afternoon and evening. 
The Gran Three isn’t on the cocktail menu 
just yet, but treat this as a pro tip and ask 
your bartender about it. No bitter shame 
here.
